1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with 
respect to claim 1 , the prior art fails to disclose, in combination with all the 
limitations, a method of generating electric power providing an amount of fuel to 
an engine as a function of engine temperature, determining initial operation of the 
engine as a function of rotational speed, controlling engine acceleration from the 
initial operation to reach the target engine speed at a target time and controlling the 
engine acceleration by reducing fuel to provided to the engine before the target 
engine speed is reached to reduce smoke output by the engine . 
With respect to claim 24, the prior art fails to disclose, in combination with all the 
limitations, a method of generating electric power providing an amount of fuel to 
an engine as a function of engine temperature, determining initial operation of the 
engine as a function of rotational speed and providing electric power from the 
generator to a first input of routing switch, providing a utility power bus input to a 
second input of the routing switch and with the routing switch, selecting between 
the generator and the utility power bus to power an electric load bus. 
With respect to claim 25,31, the prior art fails to disclose, in combination with all 
the limitations, a method of generating electric power by providing an amount of 
fuel to start an engine as a function of the temperature, determining initial
